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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant is claiming an apparatus, which is 
examined based on structure (see paragraphs 4 and 5 of the Final Rejection dated 12/15/2005). The prior art merely needs to be capable 
of performing the fucntions claimed. The camera of Nemoto is considered capable of monitoring the gap. Therefore, the camera meets 
the gap monitor limitation. As to the arguments with respect to the rotatable positioning tool is unpersuasive. Applicant is trying to mask a 
functional limitation as a structural limitation. Applicant argues that by holding the micro-actuator and slider, the claim would seem to 
require two holding mechanisms. However, Applicant's preamble indicates that the micro-actuator is coupled to the slider (i.e., already 
joined). Therefore, the function of holding the slider and micro-actuator is capable of being performed by a single element as in Johnson 
and Nemoto. The combinations disclosed by Nemoto and Johnson are sufficient to read on the claim. . 
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
